Believing there was a subtle move-

This meant 
that all bttfldings and improvements 
had to be sanctioned by the stato 
board of education; that regents and 
others had to beg- this body for what 
they knew they needed. 


Can't Shape PoBrfw 


Perhaps Mr. Gary's greatest criti- 


cism of the board was that it met 
about once every two months and 
was not In touch with thc schools in 
any way so that it was equipped with 
knowledge of what was needed. It 
tried to shape the educational policies 
of the state, which it was not cap- 
able of dping intelligently.

The upshot of all this is confusion

Cary be- 
lieved. Another bill favors abolition 
of the vocational board. A third bin 
said to be coming, and known as the 
Skogmo bin, was mentioned, but Mr 
Cary said he had no definite know! 
edge as to what its provisions woui~ 
be. although 
he suggested that i 


might contain other proposals for 
change. 


As a remedy for this entire situa. 


tion, Mr. Cary sa*d the state ought to 
go back to conditions as they existet 
prior to formation of the state boan 
of education. There should be a board 
for every kind of institution, such 
one- for the universities, one for nor 
mal schools, one for Stout institute, 
and others. These should be under 
the guidance of the state departmen 
of public instruction, with a constHn 
tional officer at the head. A simple 
system would thus be provided. 


"If there is any serious demand to 


be rid of a constitutional officer and 
replace him with one who becomes ap 
pointivc, there ought to be a constitn 
tional amendment, as any other meth 
od is trickery," said the speaker. "This 
should not be accomplished by anj 
bade door methods. If the state go 
rid of its constitutional 
officer, i 


would require some kind of board an< 
its members ought to be elected, no 
appointed: 


Mr. Cary showed how impossible ft 


was to inject politics in the educa- 
tional system even though he waa 
elected by the people. His direct re 
sponsibility to them made it his duty 
to serve the stato well. He said anj 
appointive system would take awaj 
the people's chance to deal directly 
with those in authority and would re- 
sult in a system of "passing the buck.' 


Explaining how Ayrcs report plac- 


ing Wisconsin schools thirty-third in 
the United States had distorted ark 
juggled figures without any correct 
basis, he termed the report as sheer 
nonsense. He showed how Montana's 
school system was one of the poorest, 
yet it stood at the top of the list be- 
cause it spent the most money for its 
school*.
